When Lincoln 
was a surveyor he could have be- 
come wealthy, for he gained a 
knowledge of land and values 
through this work. But his hon- 
esty kept him from taking an un- 
fair advantage of those with 
whom he did business. 

Although Lincoln had very lit- 
tle schooling, he gained a vast 
amount of knowledge through 
reading books which friends lent 
him. He often walked 20 miles 
to obtain books. One of the first 
books Lincoln ever read was “Life

Al Boyce of the Citrus experi- 
ment station discussed findings on 
thrips control. Experiments of 
other compounds used with sul- 
phur showed no beneficial results, 
he said. 

However, the big news in thrips 
control is the wide-spread use of 
tartar emetic, an old medicinal 
remedy, which has proved highly 
successful when used on both or- 
anges and lemons. Recommended 
use of tartar emetic is 114 pounds 
of the product with 2 pounds of 
sugar, dissolved in 100 gallons of 
water, for lemons. For oranges, 
1 pound of the tartar emetic has 
been found to be sufficient. 

The annual report of Ralph J. 
Moon, who has served as manager 
of the organization since 1934, 
showed a good financial condition. 


In 1939, 2,752 acres were spray- 
ed for black and red scale; 1,137 
acres for red spider, thrips and 
mottle leaf; 743 acres were spray- 
ed for brown rot; 980 acres were 
dusted. Acreage fumigated was 
very small, only 721 acres being 
so treated, as a result of the Sep- 
tember rains, which made spray- 
ing advisable. 

Summary of the year’s work 
shows 6,505 acres treated at a net 
cost of $97,059,

GREAT PLANETS IN 
VIVID PROCESSION 


It’ll Be Generations Before 
Current Sky Parade 
Is Duplicated 
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Unrivalled in recent years is the 


western sky, where Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday, Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday appear soon after the 
sun sets behind the skyline. 

The five planets, for which 
these days of the week were nam- 
ed, and all that were known to 
the ancients, are visible this 
month to the naked eye, astrono- 
mers at Lick observatory point 
out. (The sun and the moon ac- 
count for the other two days). 

Nearest the horizon, only 18 de- 
grees above the sun, is Mercury, 
the smallest. planet, seldom vis- 
ible. It will be apparent to ex- 
perienced observers just after sun- 


but is rather faint and not readily 
distinguished. It may be seen im- 
mediately after the sun sets, and 
then only for 2 short time. 

Mercury was Woden to the Sax- 
ons, or Wednesday on our calen- 
dar. 

Next in line above the horizon 
and slightly southward is Venus, 
the brightest cf them all. Her 
day is Frigg's day, or Friday. 

Above Venus looms Jupiter, 
largest of the planets and next to 
Venus in brilliance. Jupiter's nine 
Satellites are not visible to the 
eye, unfortunately. For Jupiter— 
or Thor—Thursday is named. 

Then comes Mars, the ruddy 
planet, god of war, whose ancient 
name was Tiw (pronounced Tew) 
baad whose day is Tuesday. 

Highest in the sky is Saturn, 
yellowish in color, its spectacular 
rings visible through a small 
telescope. Saturday is Saturn’s 
| day. 

Mars will pass Saturn tonight, 
Venus will pass Jupiter on Feb- 
ruary 20. On Saturday of this 
week the slender crescent moon 
joined the picture, passing one 
planet after the other: Venus the
